In the case against the Central Union 
Telephone Co., taken up from the city 
of Lafayette 
a patron there, to the 
circuit court, to test the validity of the 
toll ^stem, a decision was had against 
the Central Union. 
The case was car- 
ried up to the state supreme court and a 
decision about to the following effect was 
recently rendered: 


The legislature has the right to regu- 
late the price to be charged or received 
by telephone companies. 
The legis- 
lature having regulate and established 
the price of telephone bervice, the law 
cannot be avoided by establishing pub- 
lic stations. 
Such regulations are not 
an interierence with inter-state com- 
merce where lines extend into ndjoining 
states, since only the price in this state 
is attempted to be reg^ted. 


Under the present system adopted by 
the telephone company it refuses to fur- 
nish a telephone to any citizen at the 
rate, $3 per month, as contemplated by 
the statute, but creates what it calls 
public stations, and charges a stipulated 
sum for each use of the telephone. Mrs. 
Falley, under the advice of her counsel, 
made a demand upon the telephone 
company to furnish her at her plaoe of 
business, with a telephone and proper 
telephonic connections at the statutory 
price of $3 per month, tendering pay- 
ment in advance. The company re- 
fused to furnish it, insisting that it was 
not engaged in the business of renting 
telephones, but was doing business un- 
der a different system, and was not 
amenable to the statute, in so far as it 
regulated no price for which telephones 
should 
be 
furnished. 
There- 
upon Mrs. Falley applied to the circuit 
court for a mandate to compel the com- 
pany to furnish a telephone at the statu- 
tory price. The case was fully discussed 
before the circuit court at Lafayette, 
and the judge decided against the tele- 
phone company, whereupon the latter 
appealed the case to the higher court. 
Under this decision every citizen is en- 
titled to one telephone, with proper 
connections and facilities, at the statu- 
tory price of $3 per month, or to two 
telephones, at the rate of f2.60 per 
month for each. 


The decision of the supreme court is 
right in line with those of several of the 
lower courts. This has caused the Cen- 
tral Union folks to try their old bluffing 
tactics and they are threatening to cloee 
their exchangee in this state. The fact 
of the state legislature now b ^ g 
in 
session makes it plain why they are at- 
tempting this bluff. The Bell Co.'s 
" l e ^ fund" of three OT four millions 
of dollars bids fair to play an important 
part.

extend a helping hand to the fallen, 
and to lead unsaved young men to 
Christ and a life of Christian activity. 
3. Education.—To accomplish the cul- 
ture and building up of young men 
spiritually, intellectually, socially and 
physically. 


In the face of the preceding figures, 
is not an association that proposes to do 
these three things among the young 
men worthy of great consideration, 
especially as it is succeeding in attaih- 
ing its ends.

NBW IiAWS. 


Hon. Hiram Brownlee, Grant oounty's 
representative in the state legislatui«, is 
looking after a bill in the interest of the 
railroadmen. 
It is intended for the 
relief of. railroad employes, and defines 
the duties of railroad corporations in 
oertaih caees. It compels all railroad 
companies to onploy car and machinery 
inspectors, whose duty it shall be to see 
that no defective cars or maduAery are 
used. It is also made a misdemeanor 
for a railroad oompany to make a con- 
tract with an employe, in whioh the 
empl(^e agrees to hold the company 
blamdess for any injury which may oc- 
cur to him on account of the use of de- 
fective equipments. In case such a 
contract is made it shall in no way be 
binding to prevent the injured em- 
ploye from recovering damages by ac- 
tion at law.

decision about to the following effect was 
recently rendered: 


Tho legislature has tho right to regu- 


lato the price to bo charged or received 
by telephone companies. 
Tho legis- 


lature having regulated and cfttablishcd 
the price of telephone hcrvicc, thu law 
cannot bo avoided by establishing pub- 
lic stations. 
Such regulations uro not 


an interference with inter-xtate uom- 
nerce where lines extend into ndjointng 
jtateB, since ouly the price in this state 
Is attempted to lie regulated. 


Under the present system adopted by 


the telephone company it refuses to fur- 
nish a telephone to any citizen at the 
rate, $3 per month, as contemplated by 
the statute, but creates what it calls 
public stations, and charges a stipulated 
sum for each use of tho telephone. Mrs. 
Falley, nnder the advice of her counsel, 
mode a demand upon the telephone 
company to furnish her at her place of 
business, with a telephone nnd proper 
telephonic connection* at tho statutory 
prioe of $3 per month, tendering pay- 
ment in advance. The company re- 
fused to furnish it, insisting that it wan 
not engaged in the bnidneM of renting 
telephones, but was doing bumneiM un- 
der a different system, and was not 
amenable to the statute, in so for an it 
regulated no price for which telephones 
should 
be 
furnished. 
There- 


upon Mr*. Falley applied to the circuit 
court for a mandate to compel the com- 
pany to furnish a telephone at the statu- 
tory price. The caao waa fnlly discnamA 
before the circuit court at Lafayette, 
and the judge decided against the tele- 
phone company, whereupon the latter 
appealed the case to the higher court. 
Under this decision every citizen is en- 
titled to one telephone, with proper 
connections and facilities, at tho statu- 
tory prioe of $3 per month, or to two 
telephones, at the rat* of $2.50 per 
month for each.
